Saturday,  February  18,  from  8:30a.m.  to  midnight, 
KPFK  will  present  a  day  of  African  knowledge  and  awakening  which 
guarantees  that  after  experiencing  such  a  day,  one  can  never  think  the 
same  again  of  African  history  and  culture  or  Western  scholarship. 

From  grade  schools  to  universities,  the  wisdom  and  achievements  of 
African  peoples  world  wide  are  non-ex istant.  In  fact,  even  the  idea  that 
Africans  have  ever  made  great  advancements  outside  of  Africa  is  unheard 
of.  For  a  scholar  to  mention  the  contributions  and  influence  of  Africa 
on  Western  civilization  or  even  Christianity,  Islam  or  Judaism  is  practi- 
cally an  academic  crime.  There  is  a  core  of  African  scholars  world  wide 
whose  scope  and  breadth  of  knowledge  has  been  deliberately  and  scrupu- 
lously kept  in  the  shadows  of  Western  thought.  February  18  will  prove 
that  there  are  other  stories  to  be  told,  stories  of  great  magnitude  in  the 
development  of  the  world.  African  scholars  such  as  John  Henrik  Clark, 
historian,  writer,  editor  of  several  books,  and  more  than  eighty  articles 
on  universal  African  history;  Yosef  ben  Jochannan,  historian,  Egyptolo- 
gist, author  of  close  to  twenty  books  on  African  history  and  culture  will 
electrify  you  with  his  thesis  on  African  culture  and  Western  civilization 
and  religion;  John  G.  Jackson,  historian,  one  of  the  most  renoun  scholars 
on  African  civilization  and  the  instructor  of  many  popular  scholars; 
Chancellor  Williams,  historian,  whose  years  of  experience  provide  a  wis- 
dom shocking  to  listeners,  particularly  his  assessment  of  the  Equal  Rights 
Amendment  movement  and  other  concerns  such  as  his  book.  Destruction 
Of  Black  Civilization:  Frances  Welsing,  psychiatrist  and  author  who  ex 
poses  the  psychological  tricks  of  white  supremist  thought  played  on  Afri- 
can peoples  in  Western  culture;  W.E.B.  DuBois,  an  autobiography  from 
one  of  the  greatest  American  African  scholars  America  has  ever  seen  and 
co-founder  of  the  N.A.A.C.P.;  Amy  Jacques  Garvey,  second  wife  to  Mar- 
cus Garvey;  Angela  Davis,  modern  day  activist  and  scholar  of  American 
African  women;  Kwame  Nkrumah,  the  spearhead  of  continental  African 
unity;  Malcolm  X,  whose  influence  woke  up  more  people  during  his  time 
than  any  other  individual;  Minister  Louis  Farrakhan,  head  of  the  Nation 
of  Islam  in  America,  whose  historic  dedication  speech  of  Temple  27  is  in- 
cluded by  popular  demand. 

Of  course  there  are  others  whose  knowledge  and  wisdom  will  contribute 
towards  a  greater  understanding  such  as  the  historic  Compton  Communi 
ty  College  conference  on  "African  Presence  In  Ancient  America",  head- 
lined by  the  leading  scholar  of  this  field,  Ivan  Van  Sertlma. 

Included  also  are  musical  interludes  by  Fela  Kuti,  the  most  popular  and 
revolutionary  artist  in  Africa  as  well  as  the  giants  of  their  field.  Bob  Mar- 
ley  in  Reggae  and  Stevie  Wonder,  American  African  popular  music.

Coleman  Hawkins  came  from  the 
Midwest.  He  was  born  in  St.  Joseph, 
Missouri,  November  21,  1904.  He 
started  in  music  early.  At  the  age 
of  five  he  took  up  the  piano.  Four 
years  later  he  switched  to  saxophone. 
The  year  was  1913.  At  the  time  this 
was  an  odd  instrument  to  take  up.

Policy  and  Decision-Making  posi- 
tions. 

5.  The  Colectivo  Latinoamericano, 
as  well  as  all  other  volunteers,  must 
be  represented  by  the  union  which 
represents  the  paid  staff  at  KPFK. 

6.  There  is  a  need  to  establish  a  two- 
way  communication  between  Pacifi- 
ca Radio,  KPFK  and  the  working 
class  communities.  Presently,  the  re- 
lationship is  occasional,  sporadic,  and 
only  when  KPFK  needs  funds  or  le- 
gitimacy. 


7.  Individuals  such  as  Fernando  Vel- 
azquez (and  others)  need  to  put  a 
rein  on  their  dramatic  outbursts  and 
irrelevant  name-  calling  without  a 
substancial  political  or  ideological 
framework.  Such  behavior  only  re- 
flects and  confirms  a  deep-seated 
political  infantilism. 

8.  There  must  be  a  scientific  ap- 
proach used  when  dealing  with  emer- 
gent problems,  their  causes,  their  so- 
lutions, rather  than  allowing  con- 
flicts and  disagreements  to  become 
personalized  and  distorted. 

Furthermore,  the  Colectivo  is  clear 
in  the  conviction  that  the  changing 
of  faces  in  various  positions  will  not 
solve  the  many  problems  facing 
KPFK  and  Pacifica  Radio.  Rather, 
we  see  this  situation  as  a  structural 
and  political  problem  which  must  be 
analyzed  under  such  a  framework. 

At  a  time  of  crisis  throughout  the 
world,  with  a  U.S.  military  and  nu- 
clear build-up,  impending  invasions, 
and  destabilization  programs  in  Cen- 
tral America  and  the  Middle  East, 
each  and  all  of  us  must  unite  so  as  to 
better  confront  these  dangers.  In  so 
doing,  we  must  put  aside  our  differ- 
ences and  seek  points  of  agreements. 

In  conclusion,  members  of  the  Co- 
lectivo Latinoamericano  make  an  ur- 
gent call  to  solidarity  organizations, 
trade  union  locals,  community  organ- 
izations, devoted  listeners  and  other 
individuals  to  come  together  so  as  to 
open  the  discussion  around  these  and 
other  contradictions  within  KPFK 
and  Pacifica  Radio,  and  attempt  to 
resolve  them.

As  this  is  being  written,  we  are 
about  to  begin  the  January  Fund 
Drive;  by  the  time  you  read  this  the 
drive  will  have  concluded.  I  trust 
that  we  will  be  reporting  a  successful 
drive,  and  the  return  to  growth  and 
prosperity  of  our  Pacifica  outlet  in 
Southern  California.  I  urge  those  of 
you  who  wish  to  remain  informed 
about  Pacifica  business  to  tune  in  on 
Monday  mornings  at  9a.m.  for  Re- 
port to  the  Listener.  Because  of  the 
lead  time  required  in  the  production 
of  the  Folio,  it  is  not  a  good  instru- 
ment for  keeping  up  on  breaking 
events. 

Transmitter 
Our  transmitter  continues  to  trou- 
ble us.  In  early  January,  right  after 
the  installation  of  the  repaired  trans- 
former in  one  half  of  the  transmitter, 
the  unit  blew  two  additional  parts, 
(requiring  another  $1000  to  repair), 
which  will  take  another  week  or  two 
to  repair.  In  the  meanwhile  we  will 
continue  to  operate  at  about  50%  of 
full  power.  The  rest  of  the  transmis- 
sion chain  has  been  working  well, 
including  the  Studio  Transmitter 
Link,  which  we  were  forced  to  esta- 
blish to  avoid  the  high-rise  building 
constructed  across  the  street. 
SCA 
Pacifica  continues  to  negotiate  with 
alternate  proposals  for  the  use  of  our 
Sub-carrier  frequencies.  We  are  plan- 
ning on  concluding  agreements  near 
the  beginning  of  February.  The  sta- 
tion staff  and  board  have  been  dis- 
cussing the  best  use  of  the  added  in- 
come. There  is  general  agreement 
that  such  money  should  be  used,  as  if 
it  might  not  last  long.  We  should  use 
it  to  increase  our  stability,  reduce 
our  operating  costs,  and  not  develop 
a  dependency  upon  this  income.  To 
these  goals,  the  current  thinking  is 
to  use  the  money  to  retire  outstand- 
ing debt,  purchase  capital  equipment 
and/or  buildings  for  the  station's  cur- 
rently renting  and  fund  expansion 
efforts,  which  will  enlarge  the  audi- 


ence of  the  stations  and  increase  lis- 
tener support. 

Such  a  steady  source  of  earmarked 
income  should  mean  a  fundamental 
improvement  in  the  managability  of 
the  foundation  and  the  stations. 
Other  Technical  Matters 
All  of  the  attention  devoted  to  the 
transmitter  has  detracted  from  main- 
tenance of  the  station's  audio  equip- 
ment. We  will  turn  our  attention 
there.  Given  the  SCA  income,  we 
plan  to  upgrade  our  Control  Room 
for  on-air  control.  This  will  improve 
our  audio  quality,  and  will  increase 
the  flexibility  of  the  studios.  This 
should  allow  for  more  live  music,  as 
well  as  a  greater  capacity  to  record 
material  prior  to  broadcast  allowing 
for  a  greater  access  to  voices  not 
available  at  live  air-time.  We  also 
hope,  with  the  SCA  money,  to  add  a 
remote  broadcast  unit,  which  will 
allow  for  live  coverage  of  events  in 
Southern  California. 

Programming  Changes 
Described  in  the  highlights,  this 
month  brings  about  several  changes 
in  the  program  schedule.  No  pro- 
grams have  been  removed,  but  a  num- 
ber of  broadcast  times  have  been 
changed.  The  general  purpose  of  the 
change  has  been  to  continue  the  de- 
velopment of  our  week-night  pro- 
gramming. This  has  brought  about 
a  focus  of  interest  each  night.  Re- 
cent results  with  fundraising  have 
shown  that  our  evening  programming 
has  continued  to  bring  in  greater 
amounts  of  money.  We  are  also  hop- 
ing that  the  changes  will  increase  the 
audience  and  program  time  for  Labor 
programming. 

The  change  effecting  Dorothy  Heal- 
ey  is  pending  possible  arrangements 
to  produce  a  live  hour-long  program 
on  the  satellite.  We  hope  that  old 
listeners,  who  listened  at  the  former 
time,  will  follow  the  programs  to 
their  new  time,  and  that  new  listen 
ers  will  tune  in  during  the  new  times. 


Pacifica 

The  Pacifica  National  Board  will 
have  met  in  Houston  on  January  28- 
29.  Significant  changes  in  the  lead- 
ership structure  of  the  organization 
are  slated.  The  focus  of  these  chan- 
ges will  be  the  consolidation  of  three 
official  positions  into  two.  Instead 
of  a  President,  Chair  of  the  Board 
and  Executive  Director,  the  Presi- 
dent's position  will  be  abolished,  and 
the  authority  will  be  given  to  a  new- 
ly described  Executive  Director's  po 
sition  and  to  the  Chair  of  the  Board. 
Sharon  Maeda  will  continue  to  serve 
as  Executive  Director,  until  a  major 
national  search  can  be  conducted  for 
the  new  position.  Peter  Franck  will 
end  his  term  as  President  three  and  a 
half  months  early.  Elections  for  the 
new  Chair  of  the  Board  will  be  held 
at  the  next  Pacifica  Board  meeting 
in  the  Spring. 

If  there  is  any  further  action  re- 
garding my  tenure  as  General  Mana- 
ger of  KPFK,  it  will  be  taken  up 
there,  as  will  a  complete  examination 
of  the  recent  events  at  the  station.  I 
hope  that  this  meeting  will  result  in 
some  public  clarification  of  those 
events  which  can  assure  all  of  you 
that  KPFK  remains  healthy  and 
strong,  and  committed  to  Pacifica's 
ideals. 

I  hope  that  the  Pacifica  Board,  as 
the  Station  Board  and  the  great  ma- 
jority of  KPFK's  staff  and  program- 
mers, will  be  clear  in  its  estimate  of 
recent  events,  and  allow  us  to  lay 
concerns  regarding  personnel  matters 
and  administrations  to  rest,  and  con- 
centrate future  discussion  on  the  po- 
licy and  content  of  KPFK's  pro- 
gramming, the  central  area  for  lis- 
tener concern. 

I  believe  that  Ron  Dellums'  chal- 
lenge to  Pacifica,  (speaking  more 
than  four  years  ago  to  a  KPFA  Com- 
munify  Council),  says  it  best  : 
"Are  you  a  newsletter  or  a  newspa- 
per?   Are  you  a  house  organ  for  the

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convinced  or  are  you  an  instrument 
for  reaching  a  broad  segment  of  the 
American  people?" 

If  we  are  to  continue  our  outreach, 
we  need  increased  clarity  about  pro- 
gram direction  and  policy.  I  trust 
the  Pacifica  Board  will  take  leader- 
ship in  that  process,  and  that  I  will 
be  able  to  report  to  you  next  month 
that  such  outreach  is  supported  by 
firm  leadership. 


The  "COLECTIVO  LATINO- 
AMERICANO" 
KPFK  90.7FM,  Los  Angeles 
Position  &  Analysis  On  The  Internal 
Conflict  Of  KPFK  And  Pacifica 
Radio 

The  Colectivo  Latinoamericano  (La- 
tin American  Colective)  was  founded 
in  July,  1981  at  KPFK,  Los  Angeles. 
It  was  initially  created  as  an  idea  to 
address  the  needs  of  the  Latino  com- 
munity residing  in  the  U.S.  and  the 
working  class  in  general.  By  Decem- 
ber, 1981,  the  Colectivo  had  taken  a 
qualitative  leap  forward  when  more 
of  an  organized  colective  had  been 
developed. 

Prior  to  the  Colectivo,  there  existed 
an  information  gap  between  that 
which  was  being  produced  by  KPFK 
and  the  need  for  alternative  programs 
addressing  the  Latino  community. 
Overall,  there  existed  an  urgent  need 
to  expand  the  production  of  pro- 
grams and  disseminate  information 
on  the  conditions  of  the  Latino  and 
other  nationally  oppressed  communi- 
ties in  the  U.S.,  Latin  America  and 
workers.  With  the  creation  of  the 
Colectivo,  this  gap  has  begun  to  be 
filled. 


Through  its  evolving  process  the 
Colectivo  attempted  to  demystify 
the  role  of  the  traditional  institution- 
alized mass  media.  In  attempting  to 
address  this  phenomenon,  the  Col- 
ectivo encouraged  the  technical  pre- 
paration of  community-based  people 
so  as  to  enable  them  to  produce 
their  own  reality  and  history.  With 
this,  the  Colectivo  began  a  conscious 
effort  in  the  creation  of  a  real  com- 
munity-based radio  station. 
Throughout  its  existance,  the  Col- 
ectivo has  undergone  various  stages 
of  development.  For  the  most  part, 
qualitative  and  quantitative  leaps  for- 
ward have  been  realized,  such  as  the 
increase  of  persons  representative  of 
various  sectors.  Additionally,  we 
have  recognized  the  importance  of 
community  activists  and  others  who 
truly  know  and  understand  the  com- 
munity's problems  and  struggles,  to 
participate  in  program  production. 
It  is  through  this  means  that  the 
community's  needs  can  be  more  gen- 
uinely reflected  and  met.  Funda- 
mentally, the  Colectivo  has  been  able 
to  create  a  political  presence  within 
alternative  radio  in  the  U.S.  and  La- 
tin America. 

Specifically,   the  Colectivo   has  fo- 
cussed  on  a  variety  of  topics: 

a.  "Documentaries  on  Latin  Ameri- 
ca" 

b.  "Immigrants  and  U.S.  Workers" 

c.  "Refugees  and  Their  Situations" 

d.  "Music" 

e.  "Culture" 

f.  "Central  America" 

g.  "News" 

h.  Live  programs  dealing  with  po- 
litical, economical  and  social  aspects 
of    Latin    America,   as  well   as  com- 


munity and  labor  issues  in  the  U.S. 
and  their  interrelationship  with  the 
rest  of  the  world. 

Finally,  confronting  the  fact  that 
we  live  in  an  oppressive  and  exploi- 
tative society,  we  must  mention 
that  the  working  class  has  been  his- 
torically oppressed.  This  has  been 
done  by  this  society  and  in  part, 
its  mass  means  of  communication. 
The  result  has  been  a  total  distor- 
tion of  our  reality  and  history  as 
workers. 

In  order  to  preserve  our  language, 
culture  and  traditions,  we  must  have 
a  truly  community-based  mass  means 
of  communication.  With  this  we  will 
be  able  to  break  stereotypes  and  u- 
nite  as  a  working  class,  rather  than  to 
be  marginalized  and  manipulated. 

Prior  to  this  time,  the  Colectivo  has 
never  made  its  position  public  in  re- 
gards to  internal  conflicts  within 
KPFK  or  Pacifica  Radio.  Yet,  dur- 
ing this  period  of  turmoil  and  dis- 
sension, the  Colectivo  deems  it  ne- 
cessary to  make  its  position 
publicly  known. 

We  hope  that  our  ideas,  along  with 
those  of  other  concerned  individuals 
or  groups,  shall  assist  in  resolving 
the  current  problems  at  KPFK  and 
Pacifica  Radio.  With  this  we  shall 
work  in  unison  with  others  towards 
creating  a  more  healthy  and  demo- 
cratic environment  for  all  persons  in- 
volved. 

For  the  record,  only  the  active 
members  of  the  Colective  Latino- 
americano will  be  spokespersons  and 
representatives  of  this  entity.  Fur- 
thermore, the  Colectivo  denounces 
the  illegitimate  use  of  its  name  by 
individuals  such  as  Fernando  Velaz- 
Continued  on  page  -jg 
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quez,  Clare  Spark,  Jim  Berland,  Peter 
Franck,  Marc  Cooper  and  others  who 
attempt  to  use  the  Colectiv/o  at  their 
convenience  and  in  their  own  per- 
sonal interest. 

The  term  'community'  appears  to 
be  a  fad  which  has  been  used,or  ra- 
ther misused,  by  individuals  and  fac- 
tions within  KPFK  and  Pacifica  Ra- 
dio. If  in  fact  these  individuals  are 
true  representatives  of  the  communi- 
ty and  its  various  sectors,  where 
then,  is  their  community  base?  As 
a  point  of  reference,  in  past  periods 
of  turmoil  and  conflict,  certain  indi- 
viduals were  incapable  of  leading  a 
political  struggle  with  a  real  com- 
munity base.  Rather,  a  sporadic  at- 
tack and  retreat  cycle  prevailed, 
composed  of  individuals  and  a  few 
followers,  with  no  real  objective 
solution  envisioned. 

As  Latino  workers  and  active  mem-- 
bers  of  the  Colectivo,  we  see  that  in- 
dividuals have  used  the  struggles  of 
Latin   America   as   well   as  the  pro- 
blems of  local  Latino  and  other  mi- 
nority communities  in  order  to  pro- 
ject an  image  of  being  'progressive 
journalists'  and  'experts'  on  our  pro- 
blems.   Subsequently,  these  same 
individuals     attempt  to  impose  their 
thoughts  on  a  situation,  ja/n  personal 
publicity   at  the  expense   of  others, 
only  to  return  to  the  comfort  and  se- 
curity of  their  upper-middle  class 
neighborhoods. 

Furthermore,  indifferent  attitudes 
sporadic  attacks  and  actions  taken  by 
these  individuals  towards  the  com- 
munity at  large,  demonstrates  insen- 
sitivity  and  a  partial  or  complete  lack 
of  understanding  of  the  problems 
and  conditions  faced  by  the  Latino, 
Black,  Asian  and  other  minorities. 


Concretely,  the  power  struggle  be- 
tween Jim  Berland,  Peter  Franck, 
Marc  Cooper,  Clare  Spark  and  Paci- 
fica Radio  in  general,  has  hindered 
the  work  of  the  Colectivo  as  well  as 
that  of  other  minority  groups,  in 
building  multi-racial  unity  so  as  to 
better  provide  a  real  community- 
based  radio  station  with  a  class  per- 
spective. 

Furthermore,  the  power  struggle 
has  been  personal  in  nature,  lacking  a 
class  analysis  of  the  problem  itself, 
its  genesis,  its  various  forces  and  their 
alliances,  and  most  importantly,  its 
solution. 

As  workers  living  in  an  oppressive 
and  exploitative  society,  we  realize 
that  institutionalized  racism  is  one  of 
its  destructive  characteristics. 

Historically,  the  Colectivo  has  suf- 
fered the  violation  of  formal  agree- 
ments as  well  as  having  to  confront 
double  standards  in  regards  to  rules, 
regulations  and  procedures.  Much  of 
this  has  been  generated  by  an  explicit 
unwillingness  to  recognize  the  Colec- 
tivo as  a  legitimate  entity  truly  repre- 
sentative of  the  community  and 
workers  at  large,  on  the  part  of  the 
Management,  staff,  Peter  Franck, 
Marc  Cooper  and  his  followers. 

As  community  activists  and  trade 
unionists  fighting  for  the  rights  and 
unity  of  all  workers  in  our  daily 
work,  fighting  for  better  education, 
fighting  for  better  living  and  working 
conditions  within  our  communities, 
we  are  also  convinced  that  all  work- 
ers should  have  written  contracts  and 
union  representation.  Yet,  at  KPFK, 
we  find  ourselves  in  an  awkward  si 
tuation. 

Unionized  staff  at  KPFK  has  re- 
fused   to    include    the   Colectivo    in 


any  negociations  with  the  Manage 
ment,  as  Don  Rush,  the  shop  ste- 
ward, informed  a  Colectivo  repre- 
sentative. 

Furthermore,  the  staff  has  openly 
refused  to  allow  Colectivo  represen- 
tation on  an  observer's  basis  at  their 
meetings. 

In  addition  to  this,  there  appears 
to  be  a  clear  conflict  of  interest, 
when  the  shop  steward  and  key  ne- 
gotiator (Don  Rush)  is  suddenly  pro- 
moted to  General  Manager  during  the 
brief  period  when  Jim  Berland  was 
fired  by  Peter  Franck, 

After  much  discussion  and  analysis, 
the  following  points  are  presented  by 
the  Colectivo  for  consideration,  as  al- 
ternatives and  possible  solutions  to 
the  critical  situation  at  KPFK  and 
Pacifica  Radio: 

1.  There  needs  to  be  a  clear  ideolo- 
gical and  political  reassessment  of  Pa- 
cifica Radio,  its  goals  and  its  objec- 
tives. 

2.  Overall  production  and  program- 
ming must  authentically  reflect  the 
principals  of  KPFK  and  Pacifica  Ra- 
dio, in  attempting  to  provide  infor- 
mation on  democratic  struggles  in 
our  communities.  This  needs  a  work- 
ing class  perspective,  rather  than  only 
an  upper  middle-class  interest. 

3.  There  exists  an  urgent  need  to  es- 
tablish and  follow  clear  rules,  regula- 
tions and   procedures  at   KPFK  and 
Pacifica   Radio,   applicable  to  every- 
one. 

4.  There  needs  to  be  a  well  balanced 
multi-racial  representation  composed 
of  men  and  women  of  all  ages,  on  all 
levels  of  KPFK  and  Pacifica  Radio 
such  as  the  National  Board,  Local 
Station  Board,  Administration  and  in
